■' The exhibits section, the bureau’s car- 
pentry shop, is at the center of a criminal 
investigation of what the Justice Depart- 
ment describes a.s tiie "systematic theft 
of Government goods and services" by 
bureau officials over the last five years, 
a period that includes Mr. Gray’s 11- 
month tenure as the bureaufs acting chief: 
Documents. published last year by the 
House Subcommittee on Government In- 
formation and Individual Kights show 
that Mr. Gray sent the letter, presumably 
written by a disgruntled bureau employ- 
ee, to the F.B.I. Laboratory to see wheth- 
er It could be traced to its source. 

Author Not Identified 
It vras understood today that the tetter 
was never returned by the iaboratory and 
if that Its author was never iden tified.

. subcommitta, headed by Representative
